Council Mooting 

The monthly meeting of the 
council was held in the council 
chamber on Monday evening last, 
all the councillors, with the ex¬ 
ception of Reeve Clark, being 
present. In his absence, Coun¬ 
cillor Terry took the chair. 

The minutes of the meeting of 
June 8th were read and passed. 

The following bills were read: 
Vulcan Co-Operative Society, 
$5.40; Messrs. Irving’s Limited, 
$5.10: Vulcan Advocate, $11.70; 

C. Terwilliger, $18.90; The Canada 
Ingot Iron Company, $28.00; The 
Crown Lumber Company, $420.95; 
The Lindsay Hardware, $2.25; 
Wolfe & Pettman, $13.10; Brandon 
Fire Engine Company, $36.60; 
Local Improvement District, $73, 
for the grading of the street south; 

D. Sims, for work at nuisance 
grounds, $35.00; A. J. Flood, ex¬ 
penses to Okotoks in connection 
with the Court of Confirmation, 
$7.50. There was also mentioned 
that the school district had made a 
request for their requisition, about 
$l,0b0. There was about $3,000 
due to them for the year. 

The Canada' Ingot Company’s 
account could lay over this meeting 
as the firm would allow it to stand 
over without adding interest. The 
account of the Crown Lumber Co. 
had been up at the previous meet¬ 
ing, but was produced again as it 


thing had been done in regard to 
the recent bylaw about the sanitary 
cans. The constable informed him 
that some people had been notified 
but that no changes had been 
made. 

Mr. Te*ry: “Then why have 
a council to make by-laws, and a 
constable if the by-laws are not to 
be looked after. There are no by¬ 
laws passed by this council but 
they are broken or unobserved? 

It was then decided on the sug¬ 
gestion of Mr. Terry, that notices 
should be written and distributed 
among the householders, and if no 
notice was taken of them the coun¬ 
cil should take further action. 

The question of a town well was 
next considered. Everyone agreed 
that it was a question that ought 
to be settled soon. There ought 
to be a town well, but not, said 
Terry, in the middle of the street 
where the last one was. There 
was sufficient piping in the old 
well to serve in the new one. The 
question as to where the new-well 
should be sunk was then discussed. 
It was to be in a position that 
would be handy for the farmers to 
water their teams. 

One of the locations favored was 
down on Railway Avenue, on the 
depot side, about half way between 
the Crown Lumber Company’s 
offices and the bottom of Vulcan 
Street. It was, however, decided 
to let the matter of choosing a site 
stand over until the council held 
their special meeting on June 20. 

In answer to a question, it trans¬ 
pired that so far nothing had been 
done in regard to having the four 
24 feet fire ladders built. A 
motion from Terry to the effect 
that the matter be left with the 
secretary-treasurer, who should see 
to their being made and distributed 
in suitable places about the town, 
was seconded by Lebow. Carried. 

Mr. Terry then said that this 
was the last council meeting at 
which he would be present as a 
councillor, as he was retiring. 
This notice was verbal, and he 
would hand in his written resigna¬ 
tion to the secretary on the follow¬ 
ing morning, 

The council then adjourned 
until June 20th.

FURTHER COLONIZATION 
DEVELOPMENT WORK 

AIMS OF -MOVEMENT RECENTLY 
STARTED TO DIVERT IM- 
* MIGRATION TO WEST 

Effort Being Mage to Attract a Great¬ 
er Number of Daelrable Settlers to 

Western Canada, Where Opportuni¬ 
ties for 'Wew Comer Are ,of the 

Best. x 

With the announcement recently of 
the scheme to form the Western Can¬ 
ada Colonization and Development 
League, whoso Object was renewed ac¬ 
tivities for agricultural Immigration 
•specially, reports have been received 
at the provisional headquarters of this 
organization at North Battleford, that 
agitations are being started by a num¬ 
ber of individuals, apparently - repre¬ 
sentatives of newspapers In thd old 
•ountry and the United States, with 
the idea of forming local colonization 
•chemes, which so far appear to be 
largely attempts on the part of pri¬ 
vate Individuals or newspapers to se¬ 
cure an appropriation of money for 
advertising purposes. It was with the 
Intent of obviating the squandering 
of money on individual lines that gave 
rise to the idea of forming one con¬ 
crete organization, to carry on a cam¬ 
paign for Western Canada as a whole- 
It was aldo realized that Western Can¬ 
ada bad h much greater attraction to 
(he public of Great Britain and the 
United States than any one locality; 
(his conception was backed up almost 
nnanlmously by boards of trade and 
«ity councils from the Pacific coast to 
the Great Lakes. 

When one considers the fact that for 
(he government year of 1913 eastern 
Canada received 207,000 immigrants, 
whereas Western Canada received 
195,000, it is evident that more ag¬ 
gressive methods must be adopted and 
a greater amount of money spent, and 
spent judicially, to Increase the -In¬ 
flux of immigration and develop the 
resources of Western Canada. Last 
year the east was the destination of by 
far the greatest percentage of Can¬ 
ada’s immigration and this is ac¬ 
counted for by Ontario's Increased ac¬ 
tivity, they having established head¬ 
quarters in England, with a capable 
and aggressive organization, specifi¬ 
cally charged with the duties of ex¬ 
pediting emigration and development. 

* It dogs not seem that the various 
provinces of Western Canada have 
been keeping pace with the activities 
«f Ontario and. In fafct, in some quar¬ 
ters It would appear that not only Is 
attempt being made to secure settle¬ 
ment but rather that Immigration is 
being deprecated—for what good rea¬ 
son it is Lard to fathom. It is under¬ 
stood that the province of Saskatche¬ 
wan encourages In the old country 
merely farm laborers and domestic 
servants to come out; and It Is report¬ 
ed that, personally, the representative 
of Sasaktchcwan—filled with the pos¬ 
sibilities of Western Canada, actually 
encouraged other emigration, for 
which he was severely reprimanded. 

To the average business man, who 
•believes that the developeinnt of West¬ 
ern Canada as a whole Is of greater 
Importance than the temporary suc¬ 
cess of any one political party, the 
report that there are policies in ex¬ 
istence antagonistic to increased Im¬ 
migration is of very serious Import. 
Such policies should be thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated by the farm land brokers, 
as well as by the holders of large 
areas of agricultural lands, which are 
held for sa’e and on which taxes are 
at the present time being paid to the 
various municipalities. „It is ridicu¬ 
lous for a municipality to enforce tax¬ 
ation on vacant lands whep especially 
the government of the province and, 
In some cases, the people, are not only 
not adopting any strenuous methods 
to Increase the developmnt of the 
laud and bring In a good class of agri¬ 
cultural settlers, but, as it Is repoit- 
ed, In some cases are actually blocking 
the way. 

It was stated recently by the repre¬ 
sentative of large English interests 
that there were thousands of thor¬ 
oughly qualified farmers' sons in the 
old country with £100 to £300 a 
piece, whef, If Western Canada’s ad¬ 
vantage^ were properly placed before 
them, would readily grasp the oppor¬ 
tunity of becoming valuable settlers 
for Western Canada. It was stated that 
these people are not being reached 
through present forms of advertising 
in Great Britain and, judgrng by the 
Immigration returns, the statement 
would, appear to have good grounds. 
It should he recognized also that Aus¬ 
tralia and other colonies-of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire are active in co-operating 
with the old country in securing set¬ 
tlers and it is even intimated that to¬ 
day Great Britain is more friendly to 
her imigration going to Australia, New 
Zealand zud South, Africa than to 
Canada. Every one believes that there 
Is no finer country in the world than 
Western Canada and other parts of the 
world must not.be allowed to beat 
Western Canada in the raco for supre¬ 
macy. 


The Greatest Degree of Cold 
Science assures us that there is a 
definite limit to the lowest conceiv¬ 
able temperature, and that this may 
he placed with considerable accuracy 
at 459 degrees below zero on the 
Fahrenheit scale. It is held that at 
all temperatures above this “absolute 
zero,” particle's of matter, either 
solid or gaseous, are in a state of 
vibration, the more rapid vibrations 
corresponding to the greater degree 
of heat. All such vibrations would 
cease entirely at absolute zero and

This will ensure the 1914 con¬ 
gress being the most educational con¬ 
vention of its kind held since the 
birth of the congress in Salt Lake 
City in 1891, and from the economic, 
results that are to follow, the meet¬ 
ing will have a lasting effect upon 
every country under the sun employ¬ 
ing irrigation to Increase production. 

The congress work of this year is 
in excellent hands, men having charge 
of the arrangements, who, by their life 
long association with the subject, 
have learned by practical experience 
the most up-to-dato methods employed 
under all conditions and In all clim¬ 
ates.. Their experiences wHl be of 
infinite benefit to the man who la anx¬ 
ious to learn how to begin right, con¬ 
tinue right and eventually make a 
success of the work.

Indian Sedition Trials 

Numerous clues connecting the sed- 
ltionist movements in the Punjab, Raj- 
putana and Bengal with one another 
have fallen Into the hands / of the 
police. Sensational disclosures have 
been made In the political trial pro¬ 
ceeding at Arrah, where 1 Jain students 
from the Jaipur school are charged 
with the murder of a rich Hindu 
temple-keeper and his servant by cut¬ 
ting their throats with penknives, with 
a view to stealing funds for the sup¬ 
port of seditloLism. This murder Is 
linked with the Delhi trial, where the 
prosecution has applied for permis¬ 
sion to prove the connection of the 
Delhi prisoners with the Jaipur 
school. 

During the hearing of the Delhi sedi¬ 
tion case one of the Indian witnesses, 
a student in the Islamia college, La¬ 
hore, related the conversations that 
h$d taken place between.himself and 
a certain Hanwant Sahai, who de¬ 
scribed „the nature of the movement in 
which he and others were engaged. It 
was proposed, Hanwant Sahai said, to 
organize a secret society,, forming two 
concentric circles. A select hand of 
five would compose the Inner ring, 
While the outer circle would comprise 
all the Punjab. The organization 
would also comprise two departments. 
The first would be engaged in provid¬ 
ing the necessary funds, the treasury 
being replenished if desirable by high¬ 
way robbery. This part of the scheme, 
Hanwant Sahai pointed out, besides 
being lucrative, would help to bring 
the authorities Into contempL 

Another branch would devote Itself 
to the manufacture of bombs and to 
making arrangements for their use. 
Hanwant Saha! assured his student 
friend that secret societies had already 
achieved immense results in every 
country of the world. They had over¬ 
thrown monarchy In China, and 
brought aboil, revolutions in Persia 
and Turkey, Just as they had in Eng¬ 
land in the days of the Stuarts. 

King George's Gift to French Nation 
• The gift of the Dujardin bas-reliefs 
by King George to the French gov¬ 
ernment ls^greatly appreciated by the 
French people, but there Is another of 
his majesty's possessions which will 
always remain the most dssired by 
the French Royalists a^ all events. 

This is the bronse equestrian fig¬ 
ure of Louis XV. which stands in -te 
bay window o’ the Green Drawing¬ 
room at Windsor Castle. It is a 
finished model of the colossal figure 
byGIrardon which once stood In the 
Place Vondomo in Paris, and the 
model is the only one in existence. 

The next most valuable of the 
treasures at Windsor associated 
with French history are the three 
cabinets l.y Gouth’.ere made for the 
Comte d'Artois, which were purchas¬ 
ed b^ George IV. for $500. Today 
if they came into the open market, 
these cabinets would probably fetch 
$50,000 apiece.' 

Edmonton Has Now Over 72,000 

Edmonton’s population is now over 
72,315,' according to, the official cen¬ 
sus. The first count gives the total 
number of persons In the city who 
have registered as 72,315, but there 
are a few coming every day. 

Last year the official, result was 
given out as $7,243 and this year’s 
census will show approximately from 
5,000 to 5,100 of au Increase over that 
of last year. The largest percentage 
of increase has been found on the 
south side of the river although there 
has been a decided Increase on the 
■orth side 


Or Soil Will be impoverished—Crop 
Rotation anl Legumes Not 
Sufficient * 

In any scheme to maintain or build 
up soil fertility, ccop rotation, includ¬ 
ing the growing of legumes, is vital 
but not sufficient. Clovers put the 
soli In better physical condition, so 
that the plant food in it / becomes 
quickly available to the next crop. 
There Is a danger then that we may 
mistake a more productive soil for a 
more fertile sbll and. be inclined to 
give too mhch credit to the growlug 
of the clover and not enough terM,e 
feeding of It to farm animals. No 
matter what crops are grown. If they 
are all sold away finm the farm, the 
soil will become exhausted. Live 
stock must be kept. Nature has pro¬ 
vided s balhDvo between animal and 
plant life, and man cannot long dis¬ 
obey nature’s decrees. 

When ev.iry particle of manure is 
saved and applied to the land, there 
is money in live stock; in dairy pro¬ 
ducts, in beef, in the annual lr crease, 
and most of all !u the next year’s 
crop. According to figures of the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture the yield pe - acre of corn In 
Kansas dropped from 44.4 bushels in 
the decade 1870-99 to 21.3 in the de¬ 
cade 1890-99. Kansas has also grown 
large quantities of alfalfa, but the 
corn and alfalfa hare both been sold 
away from the farms and decreased 
yields have resulted. In Illinois, which 
is a stock-raising and stock-keeping 
state, the yields hjtVe actually in¬ 
creased- It is a significant fact that 
the stock states show the smallest 
losses in orop yields. This is true of 
a state and the same principle applies 
to the individual fgrmer. 

PEARLS AND PEARLS 

Remarkable Report Made by Paris 
/ Experts on Fakes 

It may be remembered that some 
time ago a well known pearl merchant 
offered to sell a pearl for $40,OOP 
which originally he had bought for'a 
little over $15,000. In the interval it 
had been "renovated” by a Hindu 
named Warms by a secret process. 
Both Warms and the dealer protested 
that the pearl was absolutely genuine 
and worth the money asked, and that 
the coating of collodin was only meant 
to protect the akin while It was In Its 
early tenderne-s. The Jewellers' Syn¬ 
dicate, however,. lodged a complaint, 
and three experts were appointed wro 
handed in a report to the effect that 
the pearl certainly was falsified and 
that the treatment was a mere,bath 
of collodion wherein had been placed 
a few drops of a coloring matter call¬ 
ed "tropeoline ” As conclusive proof 
they bad stripped the pearl and re¬ 
duced it to the original dull whiteness 
which it bad when it was worth $15,- 
000, and by repeating the Warms pro¬ 
cess they again obtained a magnificent 
lustre, making it apparently worth 
$40,000. The tribunal will now de¬ 
cide what course to take, but the re¬ 
sult at which the experts arrived is 
interesting to all pearl-buyers, as it 
evidently requires most elaborate tests 
and uncommon - knowledge and ex¬ 
perience to distinguish an ordinary 
river pearl after being doctored from 
the finest sea product. 


INVENTS RECORDING ’PHONE

Young Aberdeen,-8.D., Farmer Makes 
Device That Will Answer Calls 
and Record Messages 

Carl J. Gustafson, a young farmer 
residing ten miles southwest of Aber¬ 
deen, S.D., has patented an answering 
and recording telephone- The Instru¬ 
ment will be of considerable use to 
doctors in their offices where they 
are called out many times during the 
day and forced to leave the office va¬ 
cant. 

It Is a combination of a telephone 
and phonograph so arranged that a 
pre-determinej message may be dic¬ 
tated into the device. This message 
wiK be transmitted over the line to 
dny person calling up during the ab¬ 
sence of the occupant of tho office, 
and such person receiving the mes¬ 
sage may in turn dictate a message 
into the instrument over the line 
which can be reproduced to the oc¬ 
cupant of the office upon his return. 

The device may be used in connec¬ 
tion with any style of telephone, a 
farm line, a centra] energy or the auto¬ 
matic. It has Its own batteries and 
does not rely on the electricity supplied 
over the telephone line for Its cur¬ 
rent. It has also another useful fea¬ 
ture, In the fact that a conversation 
can be carried on over the wire and 
a record made of that conversation 
on the machine. 


CITY OF ALL GLASS 


German Author Foretells a Happy 
Race Living in Sunshine 

Paul Scbeerbart, the well known 
writer, prophecies that the architec¬ 
ture of the futuro will be of glass, and 
that the world will be inhabited by a 
happy race thing under the good in¬ 
fluence of sunlight. 

"The houses will be of glass,” he 
says, “with all wood eliminated. The 
furniture will be of wrought Iron, and 
the framework of the buildings will be 
of iron, rust proof, while the walls 
will be of double glass to Insure 
warmth, and of many colors, in order 
to baffle' Inquisitive persons. 

“Tho buildings will be heated by 
electricity, and the walls decorated in 
Tiffany majolica effects. The porch 
of every home will have three sides 
of glass, and there will be glass gar¬ 
den houses, where one may live in' 
the sunshine by day and the starlight 
by night.” 

Herr Scheerbart draws a brilliant 
word picture of a city with stores, 
churches and public buildings of 
glass, all lighted In many colors.

BAIN HIS 
WILL DEVELOP OIL 

FORMATION OF A CANADION COM¬ 
PANY TO ENGAGE IN REFIN- 
IN Q^OJL^ OIL^ ' ) 

Proposed to Erfcet Largs Refinerlos, 

One on the Atlantic and Ona on tha 

Pacific Coasts—Will Supply Oil 
' Fuel For Uee In British Navy. 

Negotiations which have been In 
progress between the minister of the 
interior aDd a representative of pow¬ 
erful British oil interests promise Im¬ 
portant results In the development of 
an oil fuel industry In Canada. The 
British capitalists, on whose behalf 
the negotiations have been conduct¬ 
ed, are said to be associated with the 
Schell companies, which bold very ex¬ 
tensive concessions from the crown 
In various parts of the empire, snd 
have also heavy investments In tbs 
oil fields of Southern California. The 
present proposal does not include 
prospecting for oil In Northern Al¬ 
berta, as seems to have been intend¬ 
ed originally That .will be under¬ 
taken by a Canadian company, In 
wihcb a number of Ottawa capitalists 
are interested. 

The British-interests. It is under¬ 
stood, propose the formation of a 
Canadian company, which will engage 
in the refining of oil, whether pro¬ 
duced In Canada or not. If the tena- 
tlve plans mature, these people will 
erect large refineries in Canada, one 
on the Atlantic and one on the Paci¬ 
fic, and are prepared to pipe oil to 
these refineries from any distance, 
under arrangements to be made with 
the government. These refineries will 
he placed, it is stated, in fortified posi¬ 
tions, in order that stores of oil for 
the use of the British navy can be 
protected- These stores wlli, It is 
proposed, he established on each 
coast, and will be held for the use 
of the navy as oil fuel In cases of 
emergency. 


HAULING THE GRAIN 


Hew Railways Handled Western Can¬ 
ada’s Crop 

The Canadian Northern railroad 
still show* the greatest increase In 
the numb«r of carloads of grain car 
rled between September 1 and May 
30, 1913-14 inclusive, in a table com¬ 
paring with 1912 The C.N.R. shows 
a gain in! this time over 1912 of 7,- 
928 cars, and hauled 29.6 per cent of 
all the gi»in hauled In tho wcat. 

The C.r.K. hauled the most grain, 
but only shows an increase of 4,247 
cars. Its total haulage Increase over 
1912 being a shade less than half of 
the Canadian Northern Increase. The 
amount of grain hauled, however, was 
66.4 per cent, of the total number of 
cars hauled In the west. 

The G.T.P. has an increase of 4, 
494 cars over the previous year, but 
only hauled 10.3 pyr cent- of tho west¬ 
ern grain, and the G.N.R. and Duluth 
hauled 3.7 per cent, of the total. This 
line shows a decrease from 1912 of 
3,126 cars. There were all told, be¬ 
tween September and May, 173,17$ 
cars hauled In 1914, as against 169,- 
644 In 1912. The net Increase In all 
lines for 1913-14 Is no less than 13;- 
542 cars, or 8.5 per cent. This year 
there Is expected to be a tremendous 
increase over all previous years, and 
the railways are preparing for just 
such a contingency. 



Germany Burns Lignite Like Ours I 

It Is not altogether likely that hard 
anfhractto coal fit for household use 
will ever be discovered in Canada, in 
quantitive large enough to prevent 
the depend mce upon the Pennsyl¬ 
vania mines. 

But we have a good deal of lignite, 
which is burnt to some slight extent, 
but has not as high a value, as fuel, 
as regular coal. It Is quite possible 
that some means of employing this 
material will yet come Into common 
use. . < / 

Information Just received from. Eur¬ 
ope tells us af the experience of 
Germany, which would appear to 
lenif an immediate value to.shch de¬ 
posits. That country, says 
patch, has large fields of lig 
ularly known as “brow 1 ” c 
substauv e, as Is ’ndicated 
name, !i reminiscent of compressed 
and .decayed wood. It is really coal 
in an incomplete state of formation. 
It Is lighter than coal as it Is known 
in Canada, and in Its original state 
is by n<r means as good a fuel. 

But It is easily compressed, and in 
the form of briquettes burns with a 
'Steady heat which can bq easily in¬ 
tensified by means of a well-regulat¬ 
ed draught. The briquettes burn 
down to a fine light brown dust, aud 
what is perhaps most important, the 
oomhustion Is so complete that thnre 
Is practlca'ly no smoke. 

The beds of lignite lie near the 
surface in wide areas no grdht di¬ 
stance from Berlin; the cost of ex¬ 
traction and o f making up icto bri¬ 
quettes is relatively small, and the 
size aDd finish of the briquettes is 
such as to allow very cheap trans¬ 
port, so that altogether the fuel is 
relatively low priced Hence the gen¬ 
eral preference shown for tt, and 
hence also the general absence of the 
smoke nuisance from Berlin r.nd most 
other towns In Germahy. 


Roller Skates In the Postal Service 
Roller skating Is generally regard- 
ed as a pastira?, but the United States 
government hag found it very useful 
in the postal service. In one of the 
large post offices .in Chicago the post¬ 
men store their uniforms, bags, a.'.d 
other requisites In the basement. 
There are fourteen hundred lockers In 
an apartment measuring three hund¬ 
red feat In length. It was found that 
checking the equipments during the 
rush hours imposed a sever task on 
the clerks. In order to facilitate the 
work the chief of the department sug¬ 
gested that the clerks should use 
roller skates, so that they could tra¬ 
verse the floor quickly and with less 
fatigue. The employees soon came to 
appreciate the Innovation, as it also ef¬ 
fected a welcome reduction in the 
wear and tear of boot leather. The ex¬ 
periment proved a complete success, 
says “Chamber’s Journal,” because the 
clerks equipped with the skates per¬ 
formed their checking duties in a 
quarter of the time formerly occupied. 
Roller skates were next supplied to 
those who have to carry parcels in 
the sorting departments, and there 
again a great saving in time and ef¬ 
fort is observed. The authorities are 
now considering the propriety of intro¬ 
ducing She skates Into other depart¬ 
ments of the service. 


NEW WIRELESS FEAT 


Signals, Fog Detonations and Mine 
Blasting Worked From a Distance 
Marconi experts have been testing 
an apparatus which will operate dis¬ 
tant signals It Is established at tLe 
Clyde Lighthouse Trust’s wireless con¬ 
trol station on the shore of Gourock, 
from whence signals are operated,at 
Fort Matilda end on a buoy ir Rose- 
neath Patch. The wireless Apparatus 
is combined with the automatic Ste- 
venson-Moyes acetylene gun, In which 
there is a sufficient supply of gas to 
permit three flashes and reports a 
mlnuta during some 400 hours, or, say, 
a maximum of 70,001 signals. The 
main difficulty has been to prevent the 
“gun” being fired by wireless signals 
from passing ships or other land sta¬ 
tions, but this has at last bean over¬ 
come. ^ _ 1 ..

Qualities of Radium Not Understood 

Nothing In modern times has led to 
such quackery a3 the word ’’radium.” 
It Is therefore very interesting to 
learn that the British Science guild 
has taken the matter up and has In¬ 
vestigated the way that the word, 
and the element that the word denotes, 
has been exploited on a confiding pub¬ 
lic. Radium la a metal of which a 
minute specimen has been prepared 
and this faint, silvery film is in the 
possession of Mme. Curie, In Paris. It 
Is sealed up In the little quartz cruc¬ 
ible In which it was first produced. 
The so-called radium of which we hear 
so much is one of the salts of rad¬ 
ium, either the chloride or the brom¬ 
ide, gceDrally the latter and somehow 
or other it hag been Liken by the pop¬ 
ular mind as a great healer. 

, The man in the street seems to 
think that it is some kind of a cosily 
drug that has been invented ty doc¬ 
tors. It Is costly, no doubt, but it is 
not a drug. If It bad hot been for a 
curious accident the word ‘rad'um” 
would probably hare been quite un¬ 
known excepting t > scientists. It would 
certainly have been no more famous 
than cerium, o< thorium or unarlum. 

The accident was an odd one. Pro¬ 
fessor Gurrle came across from Paris 
to show the Londoners at the Royal 
Institution the remarkable new salt 
that bis wife had got from the residue, 
of uranium .mines. He carried it in 
his waistcoat pocket and got his aide 
badly burned. Just about that time It 
was becoming recognized that the X- 
rays could hurt the skins of people 
vyho were exposed to their Influence; 
but it was also noticed that in certain 
cases X-rays were of definite value, 
especially in the keeping down of-the 
pain of cancer Some cases ol cancer 
got better and X-rays were heralded 
as the “cure.” . }•> \ 

The production of X-rays, or^r^ther, 
the method of producing theig.Mm* af 
that time v e r y ■ uncerta in, it Is not 
much better now. Just a few meth¬ 
ods for measuring'tlie energy given off 
from a Crookes’ tube have been tried, 
but they are Very feeble and T«ry In 1 
accurate. A Cr jokes’ tube varies frem 
moment to moment, and no one ex¬ 
cepting an expert operator can tell 
what the X-rays it gives off aro likely 
to do, either in buining a hand or giv¬ 
ing an impression on a photographic 
plate. 

The cohnection between. X-rays and 
radium will be seen when it is ex¬ 
plained that one of the first discov¬ 
eries made by Mme. Curie was tbAt 
even her crude material was radiant, 
Amongst other strange properties it 
had the power of giving three different 
kinds cf rays, which she named by tha 
first three letters of the Greek alpha¬ 
bet. TLe thin' set of rays were iden¬ 
tical with the X-rays that have been 
found so ungovernable In all hospit¬ 
als. They aro given off with prefect 
reguarlty and without any of the sud¬ 
den changes that are found In n 
Crookes' tube- So It was natural that 
"radium” should be used wherever X- 
rays had shown decent results, but 
had failed oecxusi of their uncertain¬ 
ty- 

That was the beginning of the use 
of radium in tho surgery. It was a 
substitute for X-rays. Naturally 
more has been discovered about It 
since then, and equally naturally, the 
word “radium” has been exploited in 
all ways. 

Radium is of enormous value when 
properly used; but radium quackory 
seems likely now to be one of tho 
great modern cures. The medical com¬ 
mittee of tho British Science guild 
wants to kill the quackery. 

47 Miles of Flowers 

Forty-seven miles of flowers ard 
acres of bloom along the main thor¬ 
oughfares, and masses of color 
throughout the city streets will greet 
visitors to Oakland next year, when 
the plans accepted by the general 
committee of ‘he Garden City soldier 
movement are fully worked cut- 

Oakland has been divided Into 
forty-three districts, with school 
bouses as the unit and Improvement 
and women’s clubs of the various 
localities as tho supervisors. Twenty 
thousand school children are organ¬ 
ized Into companies of garden sold¬ 
iers. This army, with their parents 
and teachers, members of fifty-five 
Improvement clubs, thirty-fife women's 
organizations, nineteen civic clubs, the 
real estate associations, school hoard, 
playground commission, park directors 
and police department form the woik- 
ing force that will make Oaklard the 
garden spot of California.

AGRICULTURAL LABORER'S HOLD¬ 
INGS A8 INSTITUTED BY THE 
DANISH GOVERNMENT 

Remarkable Success Attends the 

Adoption of a Plan to Provide 8tate 

Aid For Farmers In Denmark— 

Giving tha Poor Man>e Chance. 

Anything relating to Danjsh agri¬ 
culture Is of wor:d-wide interest, for 
the dairies Instituted by the Danes 
have for long been models to the 
world. 

Agricultural laborer's holdings were 
Instituted in Denmark some fifteen 
years ago. The act was of a tenta¬ 
tive nature only, and, wisely, pio- 
vision was made for its rovlslou every 
five years, so that its next text will 
be revised again within the rext few 
months. 

An applicant for a small holding 
must be jg Dane between the ages of 
twenty ; flve and fifty, must not have 
been condemned by the courts for an 
act dishonoring him in public opinion 
and not have been In receipt of re¬ 
lief out of the public rates. He muet 
also have been engaged in agricul¬ 
tural labor for a*, least four years 
since the completion of his eigh¬ 
teenth year, end be incapable of at¬ 
taining the position ot a landowner 
by mean's cf his own resources, but 
pdksess the tenth pait of the value 
of the h riding applied for. 

The holdings cannot be less than 
one hectare In area, but as a rule 
may not exceed 6.600 crowns In value 
—the crown is equal to 69 cents— 
and. In exceptional cases 8.000 crowns. 
Including the value of the bulldiug, 
live stock, and furniture. »Finally, 
each individual can only obtain a 
loan for a single holding. 

The total number of holdings creat¬ 
ed between 1901 and 1911 was 6,777, 
and the treasury loans amounted to 
25,410,148 crowns. Tl\e number of 
applications, small at first. Increases 
yearly, the applicants being for the 
most part either married or about 
to marry. 

The returnc ac to the number of 
head of live stock (including poultry) 
owned by the state-aided farmers are 
important, as they enable us to appr^ 
elate the economic situation of sucU 
peasant farmers. 

The available returns refer to the 
live stock owned by 5,374 farmers on 
April 1, 1911. At that date their 
farms supported 6,187 horses, 22,079 
head of horned cattle, 33,6?6 pigs, 1,1 
156 sheep an! 155,250 fowls. These 
figures represent an average per farm 
of 1 horse, 4.1 head of horned cattle, 
6.3 pigs, 0.2 sheep and 29 fowls. 

Comparing these figures with those 
of the previous statistical return, we 
find, that, except in the case of 
sheep, the number of head of -live 
stock per farm has considerably In¬ 
creased, in'the space of five years. 

It see,ms that the immediate anx¬ 
iety of the farmer's; -from the moment ’ 
of their taking possession, Is at once 
to have a sufficient, number of cat¬ 
tle. Only afterwr.rds do they con¬ 
cern thepiselves about •‘-’Acquiring 
horses, but the increase in the num¬ 
ber of the cattl* has been far more 
rapid. 

Y Of 6,149 farmers, 4,689, or 91 per 
Cent., were members of co-operative 
wKh; 2.880, or 66 per cent, of co¬ 
operative slaughter-houses; 1,023, or 
20 per cent., of co-operative societies 
for the sale of eggs; 94, or l.t per 
cent- of live stock improvement syndi¬ 
cates.

How Nectar Becomes Honey 

The honey stored by bees and the 
nectar produced by flowers are entire¬ 
ly different substances. Both are 
sweet to the taste; but whereas nec¬ 
tar is a thin fluid with a high pep- 
centage of water and generally a flav¬ 
or suggestive of the flower -from 
which it came, honey is much thicker, 
with far less water, and with no odor 
or flavor of any particular blossoms. 

The difference between the raw 
nectar and tjie finished honey aro 
brought about partly within and part¬ 
ly outside the bodies of the bees. The 
nectar Is sucked up by the bee’s long 
tongue Into a portion of its digestive 
apparatus known as the honey sac. 
The newest theory is that here a por¬ 
tion of the wa’er is removed from It 
and that a slight chemical change also 
takes place. 

On the bee’s return to its home, the 
now denser liquid is discharged from 
the mouth into tho cells of the hive, 
and the secretions of certain glands 
In the bee’s head are mixed with it. 
Science has demonsrated that'there Is 
formic acid in these secretions and 
this probably serves as an antiseptic 
and prevents decomposition of the 
honey. 

The honey, however, is not yet 
"ripe”—it is still too limpid. To pro¬ 
mote further evaporation of water and 
bring the honey to the consistency 
which wc know, some of the tees mar¬ 
shal themselves in long lines near the 
entrance of the hive and by a rapid vi¬ 
bration of their wings force currents 
of air over the cells or combs where 
the honey Is stored. 

At such times a strong current ol 
warm air may be felt coming out of 
the hive by quietly bringing the hand 
close to the entrance. This process is 
continued all night to a greater or less 
extent and is the cause of the buzzing 
that may be heard inside any healthy 
hive long after dark on a summer 
night. 

When honey is "ripe” it contnlna 
about twelve per cent- less water than 
the raw nectar and la free from the 
volatile oils which give nectar its 
characteristic scent or flavor.

It was the first cutting of two 
crops that will be reaped this year, 
and was taken from a patch that 
was sown last year.

Immediately after the crop had 
been taken on the Alfalfa began to 
grow again, and a second ^eavy 
cutting will be possible this year.

SYNOPSIS Of CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the Dietrict. 
Entry by prosy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lande (not sub-agent), aw certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader maY' v .ive 
within nine miles of hie homestead ha a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certaiva Vn- 
ditions. A habitable house is reqimed 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. ■ 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
83 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of sir years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead pateut) and 
oil acres extra cultivation.. The urea of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and eannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
Immostead in certain districts! Price. 
83 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300.

Apropos of the interest in oil we 
take the liberty of reproducing the 
following front the 'Manchester 
Guardian of Manchester, England. 
'‘The fitstbig find of petroleum in. 
the United States was made by E 
L Drake in 1858 in Pennsylvania. 
His first well yei.ldid 25 barrels of 
ornde petroleum a day. The 
United States whole prodnotion in 
the following year was 200 barrels. 
In 1879 it was 19 914 barrels, and 
in 1899 57,084, 428 barrels.!. From 
Drake's original well iu Oil Creek, 
development spread first ovpr the 
Eastern States of the Union, and 
then.became more general and 
spread to Canada (1862) and more 
recently to California. 

"The export of petroleum dated 
from 1861, when the Elizabeth 
Watts brought the first fall cargo 
of it across the Atlantic to London 
and it oanaed suoh a slump on the 
home produced oil that the shippers 
actually lost money on it. Mean¬ 
while, America, was not having it 
all her own way. ' The Baku oil¬ 
field was developed from one well, 
whioh was unmanageable and wast¬ 
ed most of its production, in the 
seventies, to aome thousands of 
wells all within a,few square miles. 
The Russian government put a 
tarriff on imported oil, Rothohilda 
and Nobels took charge of the Baku 
fields, eventually more oil waa pro 
duoed there than in the whole of 
America .. The balance waa re¬ 
stored, however, when the Texas 
and California 'wells came into 
operation. M In 1884 the Smyrna 
representative of the Standard Oil 
Company, which had virtually a 
monopoly of the world’s oil trade,
